‘ . THE PREMIER'S WESSAGEL 


Losdan, October 16. 


Mr. Lloyd Georgy kas addressed = message to the nation set- 
ting forth the Governmen:’s position regatding the strike. The 
message reads >—" The nation is confronted with wu coal strike.

The proposals of the 
‘Government were supported by many of the most responsible 
leaders of the Miners’ Federation and are regarded by all sections of 
the people as fair and reasonable. The Goternment has offered to 
submit the miners’ clsim for an incresss in wages 
to 85 impartial tribuma! and to abide by the resule This 
offer the miners bave refused.

The frat official measure in connection with the coal war has 
been taken hy the Secretary of Mines, who has made a declaration 
that s state of emergency exista from one o'clock in the morning of 
T6th Oct. Numerona restrictions of the use of coal are laid down, 
including prohibition of display lighting outside premises, and 
limiting the supply of coal to a hundredwaight ner household weekly. 

The decision of the Miners’ Conference has created a.very grave 
Situation, although mediation proposals by the other Trade Union 
leaders, who are anxious that there shanld be no strike, are atill 
regarded as probable. It is already. annocnred that the export of 
Welsh coal is officially prohibited.’ I: ia unoificialty stated that the 
stocks of coa) will sufice for three months, bat rigid economy ia 
essentinl. An important question reletea to the attitude of the 
railwaymen. [tis stated that the possibility of their striking 
simultsneoaatw with the miners is viewed with grave concern in 
Government cinkes. The Transport Ministry announcea that in the 
event ¢f a coal strike, after am interval of two or three days in order 
to allow penple abseat from home to reach their homes, the passenger 
services Will be reduced br 10 to 20 per cant.
